LONDON, July 20,

Further suceesa han beon won by the
Pritish troops In their renswed offensive
ngninst tha Germans In Pleardy. The fght-
Ing has benn extended farther northward
af the Somme. Auntrallan troopa have suc-
ecesafully ralded the enemy’'s frant for o
distance of two miles and taken 140 pris-
oners near Armentleren.

At Longueval and in Daiville Woed the
British have recaptured more of ths ground
which the Germana rogained In thelr recent
counter-attaoks, The British have also ad-
vanced northward of Longueval and Bn-
sentin,

OFFICIAL STATEMENT,
The text of the ofMalal report lesued late
this afternoon followa:

In Delville wood and at Longuesval
wao regained a little more ground. The
struggle in these areas continues.

Northward of the Longueval and Ba-
zontin positionn wa pushed forward thia
morning, capturing prisoners and n gun.
Eastward of the Lulpglg redoubt our
bombing parties substantially advanced
during the night.

Elsewhere In the maln battle area
there (8 chiefly artillerying. The posi-
tions ares unaltered.

Last evening south of Armentieres
wn made important ralds on a front of
two miles, the Australlans taking part.

FRENCH RESUME «\TT-\[‘I\%
ON SOMME; CAPTURE NEW
TRENCHES NEAR COMBLES

PARIS, July 2o0.

Having successfully withstood a number
of powerful Germon counter-attacis;, the
Frénch resumed the offensive In the Per-
onne sector late yesterday, and the official
communique Issued by the War Office today
stated that they had been very successful.

North of Peronne (Somme River front),
the French captured a trench and 400 Ger-
man prisoners.

First-lilne positlons on the front of Bar-
leux and Soyecourt were nlso taken.

The announcement that fighting has taken
pince in the reglon of Soyecourt shows that
the French have extended their zone of
operations further mouth, The captured po-
sitlons wers botwesn Combles and Clery.

Cganbles Is about six and onehalf miles
nerth of Peronne and scarcely less Im-
portant than Feronne Itssif. It is on high
grnl.lml at the Intersection of many m-
port.lm roads which stretch away toward
Cambral, Bapaume, Albert, Bray and Per-
onne, Clery is a little lesa than four miles
south of Combles, just north of the Somme
Canal and at the bend of the Somme River.

The capture of the trenches between
Combles nnd Clery shows that the French
have advanced beyond the Bray-Bapaume
rond, which s evidently flrmly (n thelr
hands.

The French continue thelr attacks on the
Verdun front, the War OfMee announced.

They captured a wstrongly  fortified German
work south of Fleury, on the east slde of
the Meuse, where they took 150 priconers,
The text of Lthe officlal communique fol-
lows:

On both sides of the Somme eur ln-
fantry this morning attacked the Ger-
man positions and gained u marked ad-
vance. North of the Somme we cap-
turgd enemy trencheg from Harslntuu}
Hill to the riveg &~ Jaxsgled our
